always har'd.' The long Cages are beſt, 
not quite ſo broad, bur lofty. A Bird 
in ſuch a Cage is rot hard, having room 
to fly in the Height, and to walk in the 
Eength, and therefore grows ſtronger 
and healthier than others; and being eaſy 
in his Confinement is never ſubject to 
Melancholy, which proves a faral Di- 
ſtemper to them. I have contriv'd a ſort 
of Cage, which pleaſes me very well, 
and has been approv'd of by Judicious 
People; it is long and proportionably 
broad, and-of a good: Height; there are 
no Troughs on the tides; ſo that the 
Bird is plainly to be ſeen at any- di- 


ſtance from the Cage; whereas the two ⁵⁶ 


Troughs commonly plac'd on the ſides 
of common Cages, do ſo cover the Bird, 
that when he is eating, or ſtands on the 
Perch next to thoſe Troughs, he is not 
ſeen, eſpecially when we are at a diſtance 
from the Cage, or fitting. © 
The two Leaden Pots in this new ſort 
of Cage, are plac'd underneath, fix?d into 
the Drawer at the end of the Cage; fo 
that in taking out of the Board, which 
is done at the back part of the Cage, 
vou at the ſame time take out the two 
Troughs in which the Birds Meat is. 
The Troughs are wird before, at proper 
diftances, within the Cage, to the end 
that the Bird only putting in his Head,

may not throw out the Seeds; Which is 
not ſo in che other Cages... CG 
| The advantage of theſe new Cages is, 
in the firſt Place, the Pleaſure of ſeeing; 
your whole Bird at any Diſtance, there 
being nothing to obſcure him which way. 
ſever he moves in the Cage. LE 
Beſides, the Bird that does not conti- 
| nually fee his Meat, when he is upon his 
Perches, does not eat ſo often, and there- 
fote does not grow ſo Fat, but more beautt- 
ful, and fings oftner, and is not ſo apt 
to gorge himſelf, which they are ſubject 
to, by too much eating, and ſcarce ever 
eſcape alive, when it Happens 
This ſort of Cage is alfo very advan- - 
tageous to them when they are Sick, or 
their Feet are hurt, for then they can come 
ac their Meat as they ftand'down, with- 
cout getting upon their Perches, which ids 
not ſo in the other Cages, where they ate 
often found Dead under their Troughs, .. x 
for want of Strength to get upon their 
Perches to feed. There are many more 
Conveniences belong to theſe Cages, which 
would take me up too much time to en- 
numerate.

ſeveral ways of adorning Cages, Voleries 
and Huts, daily invented by ſeveral curi- 
ous Perſons for their Canary- Birds. Some WM 
make the Frames of their Cages or Huts mM 
of Box, and inſtead of Braſs uſe Silver or WW 
Gold Wire; others adorn them with falſe mW 
Diamonds; ſome embelliſh them with mM 
Amber; others inlay them with Ivory, 
all according to an exact Symmetry. In 
[Ty ſhort, every nice Perſon does it according WW 
= to his Purſe or his Fancy. —_ 
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CHAP. IV. 


The proper Seaſon for coupling of 
Canary-Birds, when it ts de- 
ſign d to have a Breed, and 

of the moſt advantageous Poſt- 3 


tion. 


S to the time of coupling them, in 
order that they ſhould multiply, 
that cannot be exactly determin'd ; but 
the Seaſon is to be obſerv'd, which ſome 
Vears is ſooner or later than others. When 
you perceive, that the Sun begins to grow 
warm and the nipping Froſts are over, - 
which is commonly about rhe latter nd 
of March, you may prepare to couple your - Ax 
Canary-Birds after this mann. 
| You muſt take-a new Cage, or at leaſt 
one that is very clean, that there may be 
| no Worms in it; into which put a Cock-. 
Canary-Bird with the Hen you have de- 
ſign'd for him. They grow acquainted. : 
and couple ſooner in a little Cage than in 
2 great Hut, 4s being cloſer confin'd and 
1 N nearer 
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nearer one another. Special Care muſt be | 


taken, not to do, as happens every Year 


to many, who put two Cocks or two Hens 
together, for not having parted the Miles 
from the Females in due time; thus they 
are often confounded when the coupling 
time comes; for ſome Hens in the Spring 
ling almoſt as loud as the Cocks; and on 
the contrary, ſome Cocks ſing ſo low, that 
they are often miſtaken for Hens. When 
a Man has-commitrted this miſtake it makes 
him fret, for as it often happens that one 
-ofrhe two Hens, which have been put to- 
gether lays, it is evident that the Eggs can- 
not hatch, and then the Fault is laid up- 
on the Cock, which in reality is no other 
than a Hen. On the other Hand, if you 
put two Cocks together, for want f 
knowing them, then are you no leſs con- 


cCern'd to ſee that the Bird you take for a 


Hen does not lay; then the pretended Hen 


is accounted Barren, and ſo the Year paſſes 


away with this Diſappointment, without 
diſcovering the Miſtake; and the reaſon, 
why it is certainly look'd upon to be 4 


Nlen, is becaule that Cock which is taken |} 
for a Hen, lings very little of not at all, 
and that nothing extraordinary; for when 
Fou put two Cocks into a Cage, it fre- 
--  -quently happens that one of them either 
Wk Fear, or otherwiſe, does not ling. 
Ibercfote. when you have kept your Pair 
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of Canary- Birds 8 or 10 Days in a little 
Cage, and you perceive that they are well 
match'd, as- plainly appears, when they 
do not Fight, as they commonly do the 
firſt Days they are put together, .and that 
on the contrary they make Love and Bill, 
then you may let them into the Hut de- 
ſignd for them, which is to be made as 
deſcrib'd in the 3d Chapter, and you mult 
there give them all that is requiſite for 
making of their Neſts, of which I ſhall 
treat herealter. fn +23 [op Frey og 
As for the Poſition of the Place, I muff 
own they fit whereſoever they are plac'd, 
either facipg to the Eaſt or Welt, the North 
or South, in the Town or Country, with- 
in Rooms or without, that is, on Windows 
that are open all Night; but I deny that 
the young ones will thrive as well in one 
Place as in another. If therefore ou 
would have thriving Carary-Birds, you 


W mult place their Huts fronting to the Eaft, 


above any other Quarter. There the old 
ones will be leſs liable to ſeveral Accidents 
apd Diſeaſes which befall them, when 
they are ill polited; the new hatch'd Birds 
thrive more in one Day, when their Poſi- 
tion is advantageous than they would o- 


therwiſe do in two; for if they are expo- 


ſed to, the Welt or South, it burns their 


Brains, and breeds abundance of Worms, 
and often cauſes the Hens to ſweat, and ſo

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comes ſuch a cold 


they ſtifle the young. Sometimes there 
| ind from the North, 
even in Summer, as kills the new hatchd | 
Birds, and ſometimes the old ones. I 
will not diſcourſe of many other unlucky 


- Accidents that befall them, as either not 


laying at all the whole Year, or elſe lay- 
ing only of addle Eggs, ſometimes for be- 
ing poſited in ſuch manner as does not ſuit | 


with them, or elſe for being ina Place too 


dark, which makes them Melancholy, and 
breeds Sores. It would be endleſs - to 
mention all the ill Accidents that befall 
Canary-Birds in their Huts, which com- 
monly proceed from having plac'd them 
to ſit in an Air, which is not agreeable to 
their tender Diſpoſition. I believe thoſe 
who are acquainted with Canary-Birds will 
approve of what I have 1aid to this pur- 
pole. e

pling of Canary-Birds that the 
young may be of beautiful Co- 
lours. "30 OY 


HE more Can Os have multi- 
ply'd in this City, and are con- 


ſequently grown the more common, the 


more nice People are grown, as to their 
Colours; thoſe who ten Years ago were 
well pleas'd with a Grey Canary- Bird of 
two Piſtoles Price, will not be now tatif- 
fty'd with the common copple Crowns; 


- the common Aſh and Gold Colour, the 


Buff and Mottled are now of litle Value 
among the curious; they will have their 
Canary Birds as pleaſing to theEye by their 
Plumage, as they are to the Ear, for their 


tweet warbling. I have therefore here ſet 


down how Canary-Birds are to be coupled 


to expect the young ones more beautiful 


than the old. I begin with the moſt com. 


mon Breeds, and will conclude with the 


beautifulleſt we have at this Timm. 
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They who couple a Grey Cock and 4 
Grey Hen, which are both common, can 
expect none bur a Grey Breec. 
The ſame is to be ſaid of the Aſh, Buff, 
Mottled and Lemon, coupled. with Hens 
of the ſame Colour, which cannot pro- 
duce any Birds more beautiful than them- 
ſelves. 
- But when the different Kinds are mix d, 
it falls out better, for Nature often de. 
lights in producing finer and more beau- 
tiful Birds than was expected. = 
It is not always requiſite to have copple 
Crown Canary- Birds in order to make a 
beautiful Breed; but it is enough that they 
be of the copple Crown Breed, for thofe 
that come from them are often more heau- 
tiful than if they came directly from Cop- 
ple Crowns. _ 
For Inſtance, A white Tail Grey Cock, 
with a rough footed Grey Hen, may pro- 
- duce, . befides the rough footed Greys with 
white Tails, which are to to be expected 
of courſe, ſome with Copple Crowns, of. 
ten more regular than if they had been bred 
from Copple Crowns. The ſame may be 
ſaid of an Aſh, Lemmon, Buff and Mot- 
tled Cock, which being of the Copple 
Crown Breed, and that is known by their 
being rough footed, or having ſome white 
Feathers in their Tails, being coupled' 


with Hens of their own kind, Breed beau- 
5 e e en; 
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 Canary-Birds. 
tiful Birds and often Copple Crown'd. 

But thoſe who would have ſtill more 
beautiful Canary-Birds muſt Match them 
thus. | 8 „ 

A Cock with an Aſh Colour Copple 
Crown, and a Lemmon Hen, with a white 
Tail, will make a beautiful Breed. 

All Copple Crown Cocks, with white 
Tail Hens, except the Grey with white 
Tails, produce very fine Birds. . 

They who join Copple Crown Cocks 
znd Hens, will have all Copple Crown 
voung, tho' ſometimes they happen to be 
Grey; and that is becauſe either the Dam 
or the Sire of that pair of Copple Crown 
Canary-Birds was Grey. But to make 
ſhort, they that would have ſome of that 
fine Breed call'd the Jonquille with a black 
Copple Crown, which is at this Time 
reckoned the molt beautiful and higheſt 
valu d ſort, muſt put together a Jonquille, 
or Lemmon Colour (unary- Bird of the 
Copple Crown Race, and a Jonquille, cr 


Lemmon Hen. 


If you would have more of the yellow 


and more of the Copple Crown, you mult 


on the contrary couple a Cock with a black 
Copple Crown, and a yellow Hen with a 
white Tail, which produces the beautiful 
Jonquille; but, that this may ſucceed the 
better, the yellow Hen with a white Tail 
here ſpoken off, muſt be from a Jon way 
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Cock well mark'd, and from a yellow Hen 
with a white Tail. In a Word, this is all 
that can be done towards producing Birds 
of beautiful Colours. The young which 
eome from this laſt Race I have here ſpo- 
ken of, are much more troubleſom to rear 
than all other ſorts, as being of a very 
tender Conſtitution. | 
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CHAP. VI. 1 


What Things are neceſſary for mas 
| king theCanary-Birds Neſto. 


T*HERE are Seven or Eight ſeveral 
& forts of Things commonly given to 
Canary-Birds to make their Neſts, as new 
ot common Deers Down or Wool, Hay, 
| Moſs, Cotton cut ſmall, coarſe Hemp, or 
Flax, Soft long Hair of Fur, &c. LS 
_ © Of all theſe ſeveral things, only one or 
two ought to be us'd for making of the 
Canary-Birds Neſts, all the reſt being ve- 
ry improper, as I ſhall next obſerve. 
Por inſtance, Cotton cut ſmall, as well 
. as Flax, is apt to cling to their Claws, 
hence it often happens, that the farting 
Hen, riſing haſtily from off her Eggs, ; 
75 8 drags 
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Canary-Birds. 19 
drags the Neſt after her, and conſequent - 
ly breaks the Eggs that are in it, and this 
may be done without percetving the Cauſe 
of it; then a Man is apt to look upon it 
as the Fault of the Cock or the Hen, 
which are ſuſpected to have done it de- 
ſignedly, and yet you fee they knew no- 
thing of it. New or common Deers 
Down or Wool is not ſo good for them 
as is generally imaginꝰd, for it puts the ſit- 
ting Hens into ſuch a Hear, that they of- 
ten ſweat, and when the young ones are 
hatch'd, they are ſtifled by it in a few 


Days. Beſides, that Wool being heated, 


ſticks ſo cloſe to the Bodies of the nem 
harch'd Birds, like a Paſte, that they can 

not void their Excrement, and thus dye; 
with their Craws full, ſo that the Cauſe 
of their Death is not perceiv d.

They muſt therefore have nothing gr 
ven them but very fine and ſmall Hay, to 
make the Body of their Neſt; Ti 9525 
Hay muſt be gather'd and well dry d in 
the Sun ſome time before they have it, 
that the ſtrength of it being gone, it may 
not affect their Heads. When the Net 
is almoſt made, there may be given them 
a little Pinch of Moſs, well dry'd in the 
Jun, and the , ſame Quantity of Deers 
Wool, which muſt be. allow'd only for 


the firſt Neſt and not for the others, for 
the Reaſons above mention'd. 


There is a ſort of fine furry. Hair, which 
may. be had at the Bruſh-makers, and is 
very proper for theſe Birds. You may 
take the fineſt and ſhake it very well, to 
beat out the Duſt, or if you would do 


better, waſh and then dry it in the Sun, 


which will take out all the Duſt and the 
Scent it naturally has, then ſtrew it about 
the Cage; you will be pleas d to fee 


What a charming Neſt they will make. 


This Hair alone, without any other thing 
will ſerve them to make their Neſt, and 
that which has already ſerv'd in one Neſt, 
being again waſh'd in boiling Water, will 
be fir for another Neſt.

Inconveniences attend the | 
wooden Boxes. 1. The Neſt which is 
made in a wooden Box having no paſ- 
ſage for the Air, grows very hot, and of- 
ten cauſes the Hen to ſweat. 2. The Neſt 
made in thoſe Boxes is ſo ſmall and cloſe, 
that when either the Cock or the Hen gets 
| Into it they drag it with their Claws and 
break the Eggs, or overturn the little ones, 

if there are any in it. . 

It is needleſs to ſay any more to this 
effect; but it is beſt, according to an- 
cient Cuſtom, to make uſe of little 
Wicker Baskets, in which the Neſt is not 
ſo much ſtivꝰd up and holds faſter than in 
any other thing.

HAT whi:h commonly cans 
moſt of thoſe who firſt undertake 


to breed Carary- Birds, is the great Num- 


ber of them that dye upon their Hands; 
which commonly happens through over 


or under- feeding them, without conſider- 
ing, that what is proper for them at one 
time, is often deſtructive at another. 


When therefore vour Birds are well rear d 
by the Hen, which you will know, by 
their feeding alone, you muſt give them 
for their common Food , Rapeſeed, Millet, 


Caniry-ſeed, and Hempſced, which are, 


to he thus mix d, viz; half a Pint of Hemp-*- 
980, the lame nn of Canary: "a Pig | 5

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2 Pint of Millet, mix all with fix Pints 
of Rapeſeed , well cleans d, that there 


may be no Duſt in it. Put this mixture 


into a cloſe Deal Box, that no Dirt may 
get into it: Then fill the Birds Trough 


with this Grain, enough in Quantity to 


ſerve them two Days at leaſt, to the end 
that when they have eaten the white the 
firſt Day, they may feed on the black the 


ſecond, which will prevent their growing

Some give them nothing but Rapeſeed. 
Thoſe Birds which can accuſtom them-

with their Rapeſeed, and then being igno- 
rant of the common Food of thoſe Birds 
vou Buy, you are apt to give them that 
which is not proper; and that Change of 
Food making a ſtrange Alteration in their 
little Bodies, ruins their Conſtitution, and 
irs their Health, ſo that they often 
1 Sick and Dye, without yous being able 
to gueſs at the cauſe. | 
It is therefore ſafer to have Birds at 55 
:firft Hand, that is, of Townſmen, Who 
have à mind to part with them; for they 
freely tell you what Food they have made = 
uſe of in rearing the Birds you have bought, 
*and by conrinuing the ſame Food you are 
cout of Danger of loſing them; whereas 
5 thoſe who make it their Buſineſs to Trade 
in them, not being able to tell you what 
Food thoſe you Buy have been rear'd with, 
as not knowing it themſelves , being al- 
moſt ignorant whence they had them, be- 
cauſe they gather them from ſeveral Places, 
and do not take the trouble to enquire at- 
ter it, as being likely to Sell them in a 


few on. „and therefore during the ſhort

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time they have them in keeping, -they _ 
ſpoil them themſelves, by giving them 
three times more Food, than they have 
occaſion for; and hence it follows that 
their Birds are carry d to them Dead three 
Days after they were Sold, and when the

When they are pair'd and put into Huts, 
you muſt ſometimes give them, beſides 
their ordinary Seeds 1 have here mention'd,

This muſt be 
freſh three times a Day; that is, once at 
5 or 6 in the Morning, again at Noon, 
and laſtly at 5 in eg es ch The Old 
muſt be taken away, every time treſh is 
put in, becauſe it all ſpoils in a few Hours, 

eſpecially during the great Heats. For 

Inſtance. , rhe: Rien grows ſour and 
ſhoots, the wer Simnel grows ſour, the 
Chickweed, Groundſel and Letrice, wither; _ 
and the Old ones giving the Young that 
decay*d Food, hinders them from thriving, - 
and very often they Dye for want of Care, 
and of good freſh Fou. 

I give them beſides, now and then ſome. 
Lettice-ſeed, Pink Seed and Tanſy-ſeed, 
all mix d in a Pot, and I particularly ob- 
ſerve, what the Cock likes beſt of all I 
give him, and when I have found it, Tal-- 
low him as much as he will have, for 
when they have Young Ones, there is no 
reaſon to deny them what they love beſt, 
except the Greens, of which Ido not al- 


low them their fill; becauſe as long as 


they have them they eat them rather than 
any other thing, and feeding their Young 


with nothing but thoſe Greens, they give 


them an ill Habit of Body, and they of- 
ten dye of that Exceſs. I alſo ſometimes 
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ut a bit of freſh Liquorice into their 

Vater, which gives it a reliſh and does 
not heat them as Sugar does. In ſhort, 
by this Method, which ſeems to be eaſy 
enough, I make many envy me, as ſaving 
more Carnary-Birds than many do, who 
Pretend to have-been ſeveral Years well 
SkiIPd in this Art. I know ſome who 
give their Canary- Birds fifty other ſorts 
of things, and yet they Dye ſooner, and in 
greater Numbers, than thoſe which are 
{erv'd as I have here ſet down; and there- 
fore I will not ſpeak of thoſe ſeveral ſorts 
of Food, which are more hurtful to them, 


than proper to preſerve their Health. In 


the hot Weather you muſt nor forget to 
put into the Hut ſome freſh Water in a 
little Cup or Veſſel, for the Canary- Birds 
to waſh themſelves, and the fame muſt 


be done with the Young Ones, when they 


come to feed themſelves. Take heed not 


to give them a Veſſel too deep to waſh 


in, leſt they be in danger of Drowning.

EveralPerſons make divers ſorts of Paſte 

to feed the Young Canary-Birds, when 
they are to be Fed by Hand, or with E 
little Stick; but ſome ho their Bowels 
by making 'the Compoſition too nouriſh», 
ing; and others, on the contrary by gl; 
ving them a ſort of common and too li- 


quid Suſtenance, weaken their Canary- 


Birds ſo much that there is no Laie, | 


them from Death. 


When therefore you deſign to feed your . 
Canary Birds by Hand, you muſt firſt ob- 
ſerve, whether they are ſtrong enough to 
be taken from under the Hen; for if you. 
take them away too ſoon, they common- 
ly decline every Day; and notwithſtand- 
ing all your Care they fall away and Dye. 
Neither muſt they be left too long under 
3 enz for when they are grown too

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big under- her, they begin to know their 
Sire and Dam, grow ſullen, and will not 
Feed; and though they be cover'd and 
put into a Dark Place, to make them for- 
get the Cock and Hen, all theſe Precauj- 
tions often proye uſeleſs, they pine and 
at laſt they muſt be return'd to the Cock 
- and Hen to ſave them. The Canary Birds 
you would feed by Hand muſt be well 
fledg d. If they are Grey, or Aſh, they 
may be taken from under the Hen, at 10, 
or 12 Days old, as being of a ſtronger 
Breed; if they are Copple Crown?d, they 
muſt not be taken away till 13 Days old; 
and laſtly, if they are Lemmon colour, they 
muſt not be remav'd till 14 Days be vaſt. | 
This Rule I preſcribe is not always with- 
out Exception, becauſe ſometimes there 
happen unlucky Accidents, which make 
it neceſſary not to follow it. 
For inſtance, a Hen falls ſick the 5h 
| - or 6tþ Day after the Young are hatch'd, 
in which caſe, there is no doubt but it is 
ſafer to take away the Young Ones to 
feed them with a Stick; but this is in 
caſe you have not another Hen, under 
which they may be put; which is better 
than to leave them to that Hen, which 
communicates her Diſtemper to thoſe new 
 hatch'd Birds, and Starves them for want 
„ ell... HIRE: 
It alſo ſometimes happens, e 1 
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Canary-Birds: 
Hen feeds her Young fo ill, that they vi- 
fibly pine away, in which Caſe they mult. 
be ſooner taken away than, if they were 
well fed. Sometimes the Huts are ſo dark,: - 
and ſo ill pofited, that the Little Ones 
do not thrive, tho' the Hen feeds them 
ſufficiently. I have ſeen Canary-Birds a 
Fortnight old, which no Man would have 
jadg*d to have been hatch'd aboyea Week; 
and the Fault was only to be aſcrib'd to 
the Poſition of the Place, which was dark, 
cloſe, and where the Sun, which chears 
their Bodies, never came. In this cale. 
they may alſo be taken away ſooner than 
the common Rule preſcribes, in order to 
feed them by Hand. | ; k, 

It often happens that the Hen forſakes 
her Young after 7 or 8 Days; then the 
Cock takes Care to feed them; but u hat- 
{oever different things can be given the 
Hen, to make ber Second Neſt, ſhe will 
then pull the little Feathers off thoſe 
Young, which kills them in a few days; 
and this is alſo a ſufficient reaſon not to 
leave them any longer with the Old ones. 
There. are many other reaſons, too long 
to be here mention'd, which oblige to 
take the Little ones from under the Hen, 
to breed them up by Hand; but I adviſe 
to leave them under the Cock and Hen as 
long as I have preſcrib'd, when there is

beſt graiwd and ſmootheſt I can find. This 
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When the firſt three Days are paſt, and 
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Compoſition is to be made twice a. day 
in very hot Weather, becauſe every thing 
that goes to the making of this Paſte ſoon 
grows ſour. This is in ſhort what I uſe 
to bring up little Canary-Brrds by Hand, 
you ſee it is done in a Moment. If you 
make uſe of this laſt Compoſition, you 
may be aſſur'd your Little Ones will come 
to good, and if you rear up 40 by Hand, 
ſcarce one will dye. If it happens that 
any of your little Canary-Birds are Sick, 
which is not ſtrange in a confiderable 
Number ; inftead of fair Water you may 
mike uſe of the Water or Milk of 
Hemp, which is made after this manner. 
Take a Handful of Hempſeed, waſh it 
well in Spring Water, then bruiſe it with 
a Wooden Peſtel, in another Water, and 
preſs out the Juice ina white Linnen Cloth, 
and take of it to moiſten your Compoſiti- 
on. This is calPd Hemp Water or Milk, 
and nouriſhes and warms your Sick Canary 
Birds better than fair Water, which is 
put to the common Compoſitions; but it 
is not to be us d unleſs in Caſe of Neceſ- 
ſity; becauſe it is troubleſome to make 

Water twice a day, and the Little Birds 

that are in Health do not need to be much 

warm'd, as the Hemp Water does.

The Hours to be carefully obſer 
for feeding of the Toung Cana- 
ry-Birds, when they are brought. 
up by Hand. 


I. is not enough to know how to make 
ſeveral good nouriſhing ſorts of Paſte 
to feed the Canary- Birds that are to be 
brought up by Hand; it is alſo requiſite, in 
order to rear them without danger, to know 
when to give and when to refule them 
their Food. If a regular courſe of Life be 
convenient, even for the ſtrongeſt Body d 
Men, to preſerve and prolong their Life, 
how much more neceſſary muſt it be, 
without all compariſon, to rear thoſe ten- 
der Little Birds, whom the leaſt Exceſs in 
eating certainly kills palt all retrieving; 


perhaps ſome may ſay, I have not obſery d 
any Rule of this ſort, and yet I have rear d 


many. But if I ask them, have any dy d 
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as you were breeding them by Hand? they 
will own that many, and ſtill more 
at Moulting Time, I muſt tell them, 


that the cauſe of their Dying whilſt they 
are rearing by Hand, is their not being able 
to brook the negligent looking after them, 
for ſometimes they are Starv'd by the 


long Interval between the Times of feed- 
ing them; and ſometimes they are Sur- 


feited by being fed too often and indiſ- 
creetly; and conſequently Young Birds ſo 


irregularly rear?4 grow Sickly, which is 


thought to be for want of Feeding, and 
then the Keepers try all ways to make 
them open their Beaks to ſwallow ſome- 
thing, bur all in vain, their Sromachs be- 


ing ſo full that they are choak'd up, for 
nothing digeſts with them, and ſo having. 


pin'd a few days, at laſt they Dye. I 


have obſerv'd that the Canary-Birds rear d 


by Hand, without obſerving any certain 


Rule in feeding them, are commonly ſo 


thin, poor and weak, that they are more 


likely to Dye than to Live, and the firſt 


Illneſs that ſeizes them, which is com- 
monly their Moulting, they have ſuch an 


ill Conſtitution and ſo infirm a Body, that 
they cannot withſtand it, and moſt of them- 
Dye. Then the Owners lay all the Fault 


on their Moulting, and not on the irregu- 


lar way of Feeding whilſt they were rear d 
by Hand; and I muſt add, that if role E 
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Birds happen to eſcape the Moulting, and 
are deſignꝰd to fir, the Hens often dye in 
Laying their firſt Eggs, and the Cocks 
being always weak and languiſhing, let 
the Hens lay addle Eggs. Theſe reaſons, 
which ſeem natural, have oblig'd me to 
fx a Rule for finding out the proper 
Hours, without being miſtaken, when to 
feed the little Canary- Birds brought up by 
Hand, to the end that ſuch Regularity 
being obſerv'd, they may grow as ſtrong 
and healthy as if they had been rear*d by 
the Cock and Hen. 2 
The Rules to be obſerv'd by curious 
Perſons for feeding of their Young Cana- 
7y-Birds are as follows, viz. 8 
The firſt Time at half an Hour after fix - 
in the Morning, the lateſt. 
The 2d Time at Eight of the Clock. 
The 3d at half an Hour after Nine. 
The 4th at half an Hour after Eleven.

Thus you ſee the young Birds are to be 
fed Eleven rimes a day, without any Trou- 
ble or Uneafineſs, the ſame regular —— 
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being always obſerv d. This laſt feeding 


— 


is not always neceſſary, for very often the 
young Birds are gone to reſt at that time; 
they muſt not then be diſturb'd to Feed, 
and if it be given them it muſt be much 
leſs than at the other Times ſor, as you may 
perceive there are but three Quarters of an 
Hour between the two laſt Feedings. You 
muſt make a little Stick very ſmooth and 
thin at the End, ro feed them with; it 
muſt be as broad as your little Finger at 
moſt. Thoſe who make uſe of a Quill. 
cut for that purpoſe have more Trouble in 


it ʒ becauſe their Compoſition not being 
liquid, for the Reaſons I gave in the laſt 
Chapter, the G 


uill bends and is not ſtiff 
enough to take up the Birds Food. 
_ You muſt every Time give them their 


Beak full about four Times, that their 
Craw may not be too full, which might 
choak them. I muſt alſo obſerve, that 
there is more trouble in not following this 
rule than in keeping to it; for beſides that 


things do not anſwer ſo well, a Man is 


every Moment in pain to know how long 


it is ſince they were fed, and being thus 


concern'd he goes to the Little Birds, who 


as ſoon as they ſee him do not fail to gape 
wide, tho they have no occafion, for they 
would crave every half Hour, if they were 
to be regarded; then in pity you are apt 


ta fed them, and commonly many of 


them 
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them dye of it. I would therefore adviſe 
thoſe who will not obſerve any certain 
Rule in this caſe, but their own Fancy, 
to leave thoſe poor harmleſs Creatures to 
the Cock and Hen, till they are quite 
brought to Feed alone, rather than occaſi- 
on the Death of their Birds. But as for 
thoſe who are convinc?d, that there is no 
Pleaſure without ſome Trouble, and who 
will exactly obſerve this Method with 
their Canary-Birds, they will perceive 
them to thrive viſibly, and their Little 
Birds will by degrees grow ſo ſtrong and 
healthy, that the Moulting, which is their 
moſt fatal Diſtemper, will not affect them. 
After 23 or 24 days, you are to forbear 
feeding them by Land, efpecially- when 
you obſerve them to pick well of them- 
ſelves. As for the Lemmon Colour, and 
Mottled, you muſt continue feeding them 
30 days, for they have much ado to Learn 
to Feed themſelves. A more particular 
care muſt be taken of theſe Birds than of 
others. When they firſt begin to Feed a-

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tween the Cocks and Hens of ſeveral o- 
ther ſorts of Birds, I return to our Cana - 
ry-Birds, and declare that it is harder to 
know the Cock from the Hen, than is ge- 
nerally imagin d, eſpecially among the high 
Colour'd Birds, as the Copple Crowns, the 
Gold Colour, and the Lemmon. 
The common Rule to know the Cock 
Canary. Bird from the Hen, is his having 
a ſort of yellow Gullet under his Beak, 
which hangs. down confiderably lower 
than the Hens. Befides, the Cock has a 
Head ſomewhat bigger and longer, and is 
commonly taller than the Hen, whole legs 
are ſhorter; and in every ſeveral ſort, the 
Cock Canary Bird may be known by being 


of a deeper and livelier Colour than the 


Hen. To conclude, the laſt thing, which

you would provide to cure it, would be 

ſoon devour'd by the other Birds in the 

ſame Hut, which have no need of them 

To obviate theſe Inconveniences, the Sick 

Canary- Birds muſt be parted, putting them 

into a Cage made on purpoſe, and calPd- 

the Infirmary. A Canary. Bird Infirmary: 

is no other than a pretty large Cage, c 

ver'd on the Top, at Bottom, and on two, 
ſides with a Piece of thick Red or Green 
Serge, ſo that no Light may come in 
but at the Front. The encloſure of this 
Infirmary is to be, made of ſmall Ozier ; 
and not of Wire, . becauſe this is always 
Cold and Damp. Set this Cage in he 
Sun, if it be Summer, and in W 


m Vinter in, 
ſome Place where there is Fire always. 
Take heed of expoſing them where there 
is any Smoak, which is very hurtful and 
often kills thoſe that are in perfect Health; 
for the Smoak getting into their Throat, 
eſpecially when they Sing, ſtäfles them in 
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a hort time. A Canary- Bird put into ſuch 
an Infirmary as T have here deſerib'd, is 
half Cur'd, and giving him beſides, fome 
ſmall matter that is proper for his Di- 
us Toft Vigour; for they require Warmth 
in all their Diſeaſes, and it is plain that 
they cannot feel Cold in ſuch à fort of 
Infirmary. The Troughs of this Cage muſt 
be placd in the Bottom, after the man- 
ner of thoſe I have deſcribd in the Chap - 
tet of Cages and Huts. Then give them 
all the Medicines proper for the Diſtemper 
you think they are aMicted' with, which 
have been here ſet down at large; and if 
notwithſtanding all the aforeſaid Precau- 
tions, yon have any Canary Bird that loſes 
his” Natural Heat, which you may per- 
ceive by his being Melancholy, and ſleep- 
ingconinualtly without Feeding, and Sit- 
ting in the middle of the Cage, with 
his Beak under his Wing, then take him 
immediately, and having made him

it often happens that when you miſs ta- 
king him at Firſt, he fluttets about the 
Cage, till he breaks his Head or Wings. 
When you would take a Canary-Bird that 
is in a Volery, you may uſe a ſort of lit- 
iepolſely- to catch them.

It you would have beautiful Mongrels 
| G and 
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and good Singers, they mult be bred out 
of a Gold-Finch, which is the beautiful- 
leſt of Birds as to his Plumage. They may 
be ſaid to be no leſs charming to the Ears, 
than they are agreeable to the Eyes; the 
great Plenty there is of them occaſions their 
not being valu'd as they deſerve. Thoſe 
that build their Neſts among Thiſtles are 
diſtinguiſhꝰd above the reſt, as being ſtrong · 
er, {prightlyer and better for Singing than 
others. They differ ſomething from the 
reſt in the Colour of their Feathers, which 
are ſomewhat darker than thoſe that are 
bred in other places. 
If you would be ſucceſsful in breeding 
ſuch fine Mongrels, you muſt couple them 
thus: Take a white Cock twoYears old, and 
that has not been coupled with Hen Cana- 
>» Birds, for molt Canary-Birds are not 
like our Nice Perſons, they .do not love 
Change; and ſeeing a Hen whoſe Notes 
and Colour are ſtrange to him, he might 
happen to ſpend the Seaſon without Tread- 
ing that Hen. Beſides that Hen Goldfinch 
muſt have been bred up by Hand, or at 
leaft it muſt be very long fince the was ta- 
E ken, that ſhe may be grown Tame and Fa- 
=  miliar,and us'd by degrees to feed on Rape 
3 Seed and Miller, with very little Hemp 
| Seed. for the reaſons afore laid down. 
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to put ſome Thiſtle Seed into the Huts 
where Gold-Finches are Sitting; for they 
are very fond of that Seed, which is in a 
manner their firſt Food. 

Put this Mongrel Pair together into a 
little Cage a Month ſooner than the others, 
that they may have time to be acquainted 
before they come to make love. 

Thus you ſee you may expect a fine 
Mongrel - breed; for the Cock Canary- 
Bird, whoſe kind commonly prevails, will 

roduce much White, and the Hen Gold- 

inch communicating a little of her ſeve- 
ral Colours, the Young Ones will be worth 
any Money. I do not ſay the contrary 
may not be done, that is, to put a Cock 


Gold-Finch to a White or Copple Crown 


Hen Canary-Bird; but the kind of the 
Cock for the moſt part prevailing in the 
Breed, as has been ſaid, the Little Ones 
bred by this latter Couple are almoſt all 
Gold-Finches. The Young Ones that 
come from theſe mix'd Birds, often breed 
others the next Year, contrary to the Opi- 
nion of him that has writ the contrary ; 
and this ſecond, Mongrel Race are fo beau- 
tiful that they cannot be too high rated. 
Such are thoſe I ſaw the laſt Year in this 
Ciry, which were fold for 500 Livres, that

* Birds. I will not here deſcribe the

At Their Beauty, -. 


All the little Cock Mongrels that come 


from theſe different ſorts of Birds, are to 
be put under old Canary-Birds that are 
{mart Singers, that they may inſtruct them 
in their Natural Notes. The ſame is to 


be obſerw'd as to Young Canatry- Birds; 
that is, there muſt always be three or 


four Old Canary Birds that Sing well, in 
the Volery with them, to teach thoſe 
Young Ones, who will readily learn what 
they bear. 

If you will bring up Young Linnets by 
Hand, and when they can feed themſelves, 
put them to thoſe Cock Canary: Birds I 
have Juſt now ſpoken of, rhoſe Linners in 
leſs than half a Year will Sing almoſt as 
well as your Can:ry-Birds, and will take 


the ſame Notes, fo that if you did not 
ſiee them, you would be apt to take them

for true Canary Birds.

There are ſcveral ways of knowing the 
Grey, Yellow and Aſh Canary Birds, c. 
when they are of the Copple (ron breed. 
1. By their having ſome white Feathers 

in the Tail. 2. By their having little 

8 . white 
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white Spurs. 3. By their having Down, 
which you may know by taking the Bird 


in your Hand, and blowing gently on his 


Stomach and Belly, you will perceive a 
little white Down, which af conſequence 
differs in Colour from his natural Plumage. 
Some Canary- Birds have much more of 
this Down than others; and therefore the 
Curious call the latter Litele Down Canary- 
Birds, that is, that it appeats thin; 
and the others are call'd Great Pown Ca- 
nary-Birds, that is, where there is much 
of it. This Down does not generally 
come till after they have Moulted. T 
muſt add, that there are ſome Canary- 
Birds, which- are of the Copple Crown 
Breed, .and yet have none of thoſe marks 
have above mention'd ; ſo that you muſt 
rely upon the Honeſty of the Perſon who 
Sells them you as ſuch. 
There are ſome Canary-Birds who have 
all the three marks I have ſpoken of, but 


one of them is ſufficient, to perſwade you 


that they are of the Copple- Crown 
Breed. „ 
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Why moſt of the Canary-Birds 


brought us from Germany, are 
apt to Dye ſoon after we have 
bought them. 


Ome Germans reſort to this City twice 
fi a Year, that is, in Spring and Autumn, 
who bring over Thouſands of Canary-Brrds 
from Tirol, an Earldom in the Circle of 
Auſtria, and the Southern Part of Germa- 
ny; for it is not to be believ?d, as ſome 
{till do, that the Canary-Birds they bring 
are bred in the cold Parts of Germany. As 
ſoon as they come; People reſort to them 
from all Parts; ſome out of Curiofity, to 
fee whether they have any Canary- Birds 
that are not of the common ſort; others 
go to lay out their Money. Theſe laſt are 
better receiv?d than the former; but when 
you go to ask Queſtions of them concern- 
ing their Canary. Birds, or other ſuch like 
1 Buying any thing, they 
give you a very bad Reception, and in 
ſhort, they uſe you very roughly, making 


good the Proverb, Point d' Argent, * 
71 . 


de Suiſſes, or no Money no Suiſſes ; but as 
ſoon as you ſhow them that precious Me- 
tal, without which the moſt Ingenuous 
Man is not valu'd, I ſay, when they per- 
ceive you come to Buy ſome of their Cana- 
7y-Birds,they receive you very courteouſly, 
and in their broken Language expreſs 
themſelves very much your Humble Ser- 


vants; and that they value your Money no 


leſs than your Perſon. 

I find two Motives, which incline 
Perſons newly addicted to the Curi- 
oſity, and not well acquainted with Ca- 


nary-Birds, to Buy them of the Swiſs or 


Germans. 1 
On the other Hand. there are two Rea- 
ſons which prevail with thoſe who have 


been longer acquainted withCanary- Birds, 


not to Buy of them. - 
Not to —=_ much time, I muſt ſay 
in a few 
young Dealers in Canary- Birds, have for 
uying them of the Germans, is only Co- 


vetouſneſs; becauſe it muſt be granted 


they ſell Cheaper than the City Breed- 
ers. | 
The 2d is, that becauſe they have not 
ſeen Canary-Birds bred here, and the others 
come from far, they imagine there is 
ſomething more choice in their Notes or 
Plumage than in thoſe bred here. Theſe 
HO Mo- 
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ords, that the firſt Motive 
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Motives weigh enough with them to Buy 
many of thoſe Canary-Birds; but in this 
particular they are like thoſe the Scrip- 
ture ſpeaks of, where it ſays, they have 


ſow'd much and reap'd little; for of | 


Dozen they Buy, they can ſcarce ſhow. 
two alive fix Months after. 

This is rhe firſt Reaſon which diſcou- 
rages Men who have long been acquainted 
with Canary-Birds, from following their 
Example; for ſay they, the Canary-Birds 
the Germans bring, changing their Cli- 
mate and being Farigu'd with coming ſo 
far, and many of them in little Cages, 
fall Sick Pon after they arrive, and no 
Medicines can recover them ; and this may 
be call'd the Country Diſeaſe; tor had 
they been left in their own Country, they 
had not Dy'd, as they do here daily; for 
where one Lives ſix Dye. 

The ſecond Reaſon they alledge is, 
that thoſe Canary: Birds have been bred 
up with other ſorts of Food than what 
we give them. When their uſual Food 


is chang'd, for want of knowing what is 


proper for them, they cannot for the 
moſt part be enur'd to it, and that it is 
that occaſions their Death. The Germans 
do not care to tell what Food is Natural 
to them, becauſe dealing ingenuouſly 
would not be to their Advantage, = 
| | they 
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they would ſell che fewer the following 
Years, great Numbers ſurviving, which 
being coupled would Multipy ſo faſt, 
that in a ſhort Time there would be no 
Vent for their Birds, the City being 
Stor'd with them. However they were 
not altogether ſo Cunning, in bringing 
along with them the firſt, Years ſo many 
Hens, and having been too Covetous of 
Selling all their Cocks and Hens at their 
firſt coming hither, they now make little 
or nothing of it; becauſe abundance of 
Perſons have apply?d themſelves to make-- 
the Cocks and Hens they have fav'd, Sit; 
and many in that great Number having 
prov'd ſucceſsful, they now Sell to others, 
and hence it will come to pals, that in a 
few Yeats finer Canary Birds being to be 
had in this City, and as reaſonable as thoſe 
the Germans bring, People will not wait 
their coming, as they now do. But, it 
notwithſtanding all I have faid, any Man 
will ftill Buy Canary-Birds of the Ger- 
mans, he muſt uſe the following Precau- - 
tions... 1.-.: MS | 
Firſt, he muſt Buy them in Autumn; 1 
am ſenſible that he muſt then run the 
Hazard of their Moulring ; but then, thoſe 
Birds which ſurvive, will be ſtronger and 
better ſettled, in order to put them to 
Breed, than thoſe rhar are Bought in the 
1 ” "3 Spring. 
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4 Having thus out- liv'd all the 
inter, they will be proof againſt the 
Change of Air; and being us d to our Cli- 
mate, there will be Reaſon r 
ſome Breed from them, rather than from 
thoſe in the Spring, which have ſcarce 
had time to reſt after their Journey, before 
it is time to Couple them in order to Sit. 
If you happen to Buy any in the Spring, 
and deſire to fave them, do not make 
them Sit till the next Lear. 

The 2d Precaution is, to cover the 
Cage into which you put the Canary- 
Birds you have Bought of the Germans, 
for at leaſt a Fortnight. Put them into 
a very cloſe Place, as is ufually done with 
Birds taken in Nets, becauſe they have- 
been cover d all the while they Travell'd. 
If you ſer them at once into the full 
Light, it may occafion many ilÞ Accidents 
too long to mention here, and particu- 
larly, battering, themſelves, as being too 
—_— : 

' You muſt alſo continue ſome time 
- giving them nouriſhing Food, and ſuch 
as will warm them, as Hempſeed, Cana- 
ry- feed, hard Egg cut fmall with ſome of 
the foft of Bread. Put alſo a little com- 
mon Sugar into their Water; for the 
Germans during all their Journey, give 
them all ſorts of hot Food, that they may 
OO 2 
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the better endure the Fatigue of Travel- 
ling; not valuing if moſt of them Dye 
ſoon after their Arrival, their Bowels 
being in a manner Burnt out. Thus you 
may plainly perceive, that moſt of them 
Dye by the il effect the Change of Food 
has on their Conſtitution; for, if you give 
the Canary- Birds Bought of the Germans, 
nothing but Rape-ſced, as many here do, 
they will pine away by degrees and Dye, 
without your underſtanding the Reaſon 
of it, and therefore they mult be us'd by 
little and little, ro the Food uſually given 
them here. pes Fee 

To conclude, the laſt Precaution to be 
us d is, not to go for ſome days after the 
Germans arrive, to buy their Canary Birds; 
becauſe the two firſt Weeks after their 
Arrival, great Numbers of them Dye 
daily, of which they make no mention. 
Let the Dealers in Birds, who Buy many 
and Sell them again the ſame day, or the 
next, without regarding how ſoon after 
they Dye, go Buy them thoſe firſt days. 
It is more likely that they will live when 
they have reſted here about three Weeks, 
than if you take them the firſt days after 
their Arrival.

M7 who have long been acquaint- 
ed with keeping of C2nary-Brrds, 
may as much as they pleaſe, cry up thoſe | 
which have been rear'd by the Cock and 
Hen; for my part I affirm, with many o- 
thers, that thoſe M hich are brought up 
by Hand, eſpecially when they have been 
4 Fed and look'd after, as is fer down in 
the 8th and 915 Chapters, far exceed the 
others in Strength and Vigour. ; 
i In the firſt place, it happens that Cana- 
[ ry- Birds rear'd by the Cock and Hen de- 
cline, either becauſe the ſaid Cocks and 
Hens are Sick, and do but half feed their 
Little Ones, or elſe are not able to per- 
form it, having 5 or 6 to feed at once; 


which is the reaſon that in ſo great a 
Brood 
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Brood they often neglect ſome of them, 
which for want of ſufficient Food, Lan- 
gniſh-and Dye in a few days. weaken 
24ly, The Cocks and Hens are much 
easꝰd, and do not ſpend themſelves fo 
much, when the Little Ones are taken 
from them after 10 or 12 days, which 
makes them longer Liv'd than thoſe that 
every time they Breed are left to rear their 


Little Ones quite out: In fine, the Lung 


Ones brought up by Hand, are much more 
Familiar than any that are rear'd by the 
Cock and Hen. 1 

It has alſo been obſerv'd, that fewer of 
thoſe brought up by Hand Dye in Moult- 
ing than of the others. 8 

Beſides, it gains one Breed of each 
Couple of Canary Birds; for four Sittings 
may be expected, without ſpending them, 
during the four Months they are in Huts; 
becauſe they Sit on their Eggs 14 days, 
which with 12 more before the Little 
Ones are taken away, make 26, and ad- 
ding four days to Lay again, the whole 
amounts to 30; and tho* it ſhould extend 
to 35 days, they may ſtill Sit four times 
in four Months and a half; and after all 
that, will ſtill be in a Condition to do the 
ſame the next Year; whereas, when they 
are left to bring up their Little Ones 
quite out, when they come to the 3d Sit- 
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ting, it is requiſite to take them out of 
the Hut, becauſe they are beginning to 


Moult; and they are ſo much ſpent, that 


very often the Hens are fit for nothing the 
next Year. 5 ls 
I muſt inform you by the by, that it 
is better to Couple Canary- Birds early in 
the Year, eſpecially when you have the 
Riſing Sun to ſet them in and a clear Air, 
than to put it off too long. I know two ill 


Accidents may attend their Coupling too 
ſoon. The fiſt is, when any little Froſt 


happens at the time when the Hen is rea- 
dy to Lay; for her Pores being then all 
clos?d, it happens that ſhe cannot Lay her 
Egg, and Dyes, unleſs ſpeedily reliev'd. 
The 24s the Little Ones being Hatch'd 
in cold Weather, and then they are in 
much danger of not thriving. ; 
When theſe croſs Accidents happen,and 
ou have put your Caxrary-Birds into their 
orig you mult keep all the Windows 
cloſe thut, and keep a Fire in the Place 
where they are, as long as that Weather 
laſts, and if there is any likelyhood of 
its Continuance, you may take your Birds 
out of the Huts tor a few days, and put 
them aſunder into little Cages. If any 


one of the Hens has Laid, the Eggs mult 
not be given her to Sit on, till the Wea- 
ther alters. Fo

On the other Hand, if you delay Cou- 
pling your Canary Birds too long, for fear 
of ſuch ill Weather, which does not fre- 
quently happen. I fay, if you defer put- 
ting of them together too long, you will 
be oblig'd to part your Pair of Canary- 
Birds before the third Sitting, becauſe of 
the too great Heat of the Seaſon, which. 
makes them come to Moulting, and then 
there is no more to be expected from them 
that Year. a 
There being Reaſons pro and con for 
all things in this World, every Man, ac- 
cording to what has been ſaid, may take 
his Choice, of running the Hazards be 
ſhall think fit, of what may be expected 
upon theſe Occaſions. 

It is ſaid, that the Firſt and Second 
Breeds are the beſt; but the Reaſons for 
the ſame have not been yet aſhgn'd. 

For my own part, I find two principal ; 
the firſt is, that the firſt and ſecond Broods 
are always better Fed than the laſt; be- 
cauſe the old Cock and Hen not being as 

et tird, ſpare no Pains to Feed their 

ittle Ones; whereas at the 3d and. 4b 
Broods, being quite tir d out with follow- 
ing the fame Employment ſo long, they 
are quite ſpent, and very often take ſo 
little Care of their Young Ones, giving 
them but very little Food, that they 4 —

I may ſay, that thoſe who bring up the 


little Canary-Birds by Hand, are much 


like the Cocks and Hens themſelves; for 
they are full of Care to bring up and feed 
the firſt and ſecond Broods in due Time 


and Seaſon; but when they come to the 


34 and 4b Broods, they reſemble the Ca- 


"= nary-Birds, and grow WEAary of doing rhe 


ſame thing continually; and refuſing to 


be any longer ty*d to Hours, they feed the 


Little Ones ſometimes too ſoon, and ſome- 


times too late; and being ſo irregularly 


lock'd after, the Little Birds contract an 
ill Habit ot Body. and Dye of the firſt Di- 
ſtemper they fall into, which is commonly 
their Moulting. | 
The laſt reaſon there is for preferring 


the firſt Broods before the latter, is, that 


the Canary Birds coming into the World 
early in the Year, that is, in April or May, 
they Moulr either in July or Auguſt at the 
lateſt, being the moſt tavourable time for 
that Diſtemper, becauſe the Weather be- 
ing chen very bot, all the Pores are open, 
and the Feathers of thoſe little Creatures 
drop off, and others come out faſter and 


with more eaſe than at any other time. 


On the other hand the Little Birds that 


are Hatch'd late in the Year, as are * | 
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of the 3d and of the laſt Broods, which 
come in July and Auguſt, cannot Moult 
before the middle of Autumn, and ſome- 
times the beginning of Winter, when the 
Pores are ſhur, and conſequently they have 
much Difficulty in Moulting, and very of- 
ten all the Remedies apply d to them, to 
help Nature prove ineffectual; ſo that the 
Cold hindring their new Feathers from 
coming out, nothing is to be expected but 
Death. 2 | 

Be not of the Opinion of thoſe, who ſay, 
that ſeveral Canary-Birds are not to be 
put together into one Cage; for if you 
were almoſt every day to clean as many 
Cages as you have Canary Birds, the ttou- 
ble would overballance the Pleaſure. You 
may therefore put two Birds into a large 
Cage. It they be Hens, you may put in 
four, becauſe they live more peaceably 
together than the Cocks, You may put 
eight into a large Hut and into a Volery 
in Proportion to its bigneſs. _ If there hap- 
pens to be an unlucky Cock among them, 
that pulls the Feathers oft rhe orhers, as 
ſometimes happens, take him out from a- 
mong them and put him into a Cage by 
himſelf; but they muſt not be ſeparated 
on account of any little Accidental Scuf- 
fles that happen among them, when they

Here are very many Perſons of all 
Ages and Conditions in this City, 

who do not yet keep Carnary-Birds, and 
yet would be willing to have One or Two, 
to Divert them after their uſual Affairs 
are over, with their ſweet Notes; bur moſt 
of thoſe Perſons ſtill remembring the Price 
that Canary-Birds bore ten Years ago, with- 
out enquiring what they are now worth, 
believe it is {till the ſame: Thus the Ig- 
norance of ſome, and the Covetouſneſs of 
others, are the cauſe that many go no far- 
ther than to Wiſh for Canary-Birds, with- 
out attempting to Buy them; my Deſign 
is to undeceive thoſe People, by writing 
this Chapter for their Sakes, wherein Iwill 
fer down the common Prices Canary- Birds 
now bear. To obſerve ſome order, I will 
begin with the Prices of the moſt common 
Canary-Birds, and conclude with _

All white Canary-Birds with red Eyes 
are ſo little valu d, at this time e 
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when there is Plenty of others, that I 
have not thought fit to ſpeak of them, ac- 
cording to their ſeveral degrees of Beauty, 
_ fineſt of them not exceeding the Value 
of 4 /. VVV 
The Price of Canary- Birds here ſet down, 
may vary upon two ſeveral Occaſions. The 
firſt is, when thoſe ſanie Birds are Bought 
ſome days after they are Hatch'd, as ma- 
ny do, to breed them up by Hand; then 
at leaſt the thiid part of the Price is to be, 
abated, in every ſort of what is here ſet 
down. For inſtance, a Canary- Bud that 
colts 15 Livres, when. he can Feed him- 
elf, is worth but 10 Livres, it raken when 
he is but 10 or 12 days old. 
The Price in like manner advances one 
third beyond what has been ſet down, 
when a Canary-Bird is Bought after he is 
paſs'd all rhe Danger of his firſt Moult- 
ing, as in March, the time when he is fit 
to be put into a Hut. So a Cant Bird 
of 15 Livres Price in Ofober, will colt 20 
Livres in March the next Year, and the 
like of all others. F 
That nothing may be omitted, I muſt 
take Notice, that there are Canary-Birds 
which Sell above the Price here ſet down: 
Sometimes one or two black Feathers in 
the Tail of a Copple- Crown, or any other 
particular marks like Stars, anſwering uni- 
deny! , os

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formly about his Body, will raiſe him to 
double the Price. of the others. I will 
not here ſet down the Price of that fort 
of Canary-Bird, which is not common, 
and whoſe Value generally depends on the 
Will of the Perſon that is to Sell him to 
one that wants no Money, and is eager to 
Buy him. We frequently ſee curious Per- 
ſons, who are well to paſs in the World, 
and make nothing to give 3 or 400 Livres 
for a Couple of Canary-Brrds they fancy. 

1 will not be particular as to the Price 
of Mongrel Canary Birds: Some of them 
are not worth ſo much as the natural Ca- 
nary: Birds ;, but there are alſo others, 
whom Nature has form'd ſo Beautiful and 
regular, as if they had been Drawn with 


2 Pencil. The Price of theſe is conſidera- 


ble, and ſuch being very rare, he who has 
them, often meets with curious Perſons 
who give him wharſoever he asks for them. 
As for inſtance, three little Mongrel Cana- 
ry-Birds were ſome time ſince Sold here 
to a Curious Stranger for 50 Livres, 

Nor will | ſpend time upon the Value 
of Canury Birds Fggs; becauſe the Selling 
of them begins to grow out of Date, thoꝰ 
it was much us d ſome Years ago. Thoſe 
who tirſt began to breed Canary Birds in 
this City, made what they would of them 


for they Sold the very Eggs at conſidera ble 


—— 
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Rates. Some have been: Bought for 10 
Crowns a Piece, and very often they were 
Addle, or the Little One dead in the Shell. 
Now Money is grown ſomewhat ſcarcer, 
and Canary Birds more plentiful, there are 
no ſuch extravagant curious Perſons. 
Beſides, it is common to be Cheated in 


Buying of Canary- Birds Eggs, through the 
Diſhoneſty of the Seller, as hapned to a 


Friend of mine laſt Year, who Bought Ca- 
nary- Birds Eggs of a Man, that through 


Ignorance had Coupled two Hens toge- 


ther, whoſe Eggs can never be good for 
any thing, as is eaſy for any one to judge, 
having no Cock with them. And that 
Man, who Values himſelf {till upon ha- 
ving a nice Conſcience, made no Scruple 
of keeping the Money he had receiv'd ; 
tho? a few days after he was convinc d of 
his Ignorance, in Coupling one Hen with 

another, inſtead of a Cock, and very well 
knew that he who had bought the Eggs 


of him, hazarded his Money, upon the 


Suppoſition that thoſe Eggs came of a 


Hen that had been Coupled with a Cock, 


as they are uſually Pair d. 1 
There are alſo ſome Perſons fo Deceit. 
ful, as to make you believe, that the 
Eggs you defign to Buy of them, and 
which they ſhow you in a Neſt under a 
Hen Sitting on them, are newly lay d 175 
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der her, tho” they have been Sate on 7 or 
8 days, and conſequently unlikely ever to 


prove good. This perhaps makes you 


have a Mind to Buy them, eſpecially con- 
{idering the extraordinary Beauty of the 2 
Canary-Birds they come 'from, and very 
often they are the Eggs of another Pair of 
very Common Canary- Birds. Then what- 
ſoever you Bid, the Sharper lets you have 
them, pretending it is to oblige you. 
Thus impoſing upon your Credulity, he 
perfectly Cheats you; and if you afterwards 
come to complain that his Eggs prov'd 
Naught, he will anſwer, it is Pity, and he 


is very Sorry for it; but that ſuch an Ac- 


cident may happen to any Man, and ſo 
will endeavour to ſatisfy you with fine 
Words. r 

I have thought my ſelf oblig'd to take 
Notice hereot for two Reaſons. 

The firſt, to diſcourage ſeveral curious 


\ Perſons, who are not well Vers'd in this 


Attair,from Buying Eggs after this manner 
at Random, their Money being for the 
moſt part thrown away; becaule there are 
every where People ready to impole up- 
on their Credulity, and to treat them as 
has been obſerv'd above; and they being 
thus fore-warn'd, will be the more upon 
their Guard, being firſt convinc'd of the 
Probity of thoſe from whom they * 
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Buy their Eggs; and conſequently will 
not grow weary of the innocent Diverſion 
of Canary-Birds, when they fee all they 
undertake ſucceed. EY 

 2dly, Becauſe curious Perſons being 
thus warn'd not to Buy Canary-Birds Eggs 
of all Perſons without Diſtinct ion, they 


will avoid being the innocent Cauſe of 


the Fault committed by thoſe who burden 
their own Conſciences by wronging them 
of their Money. 

It may perhaps be urg'd, that the Pri- 
ces here ſer down by me, are of no Uſe, 
becauſe the ſcarciry of Money hinders the 
Sale, and occafions their going now. at 
moderate Rates. To this I anſwer, that 
there are now ſo very many curious Per- 
ſons in this City who Breed Canary-Birds, 
that when Mony ſhall become more plenti- 
ful, the Canary Birds will be fo in like 
manner, and that among the many curi- 


dodus Perſons who will have Young Canary- 


Birds, there will always be ſeveral who 
will Sell them at an eaſy Rate, to diſpoſe 
of the more, and to conrinue the reaſona- 
ble Price I have here ſet down. | 


I would adviſe the Curious, who have 
not had long Experierce in this Affair, not 


to Buy Young Canury- Birds for Breeders; 
becauſe it otten happens that fuch Perſons 


being unskilful in the Buſineſs, and the 


Birds 
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Birds too Young, they make nothing of it 


the firſt Year. 


For my on part, when I want a Pair 
of Canary- Birds, I find that a Cock three 
Years old, and a good Hen of two, fit me 
better than two Cagary-Birds Hatch d 
within the Year, whole tender Youth is 
ſubject to many unlucky Accidents, too long 


to be taken Notice of here. 


It is alſo to be obſerv'd, that when you. 
Buy a Copple Crown Canary-Bird, tho he 
be never ſo well mark'd,” his Marks will 
wear off every Year at Moulting time, ſo 
that in Proceſs of time he will turn quite 


White, without any Spots or Marks at all. 
For this reaſon curious Perſons ſhould be 
cautious how they give a great Price for a 
Canary-Bird curioully mark'd, ſince that 
Beauty wears off at every Moulting, and 
conſequently his Value declines. I know 


there are ſome that retain their Spots long, 


and increaſe the Number of them; but 
ſuch Canary-Birds are very rare. 


As for the Charge of keeping a Canary- | 


Bird a Year, it is Cheaper buying in his 


whole Proyifion at once, than by ſmall 
Meaſures z and thus every Bird that does 
not Breed will coſt 20 Sols a Year, and 


if it Breeds, reck'ning the hard Eggs, Sim 
nels, Biskets, c. which mult be allow'd 
them at that * „ ther Expence will 
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amount to about 30 Sols a Year. I know 
there muſt be ſome Management in the 
Diſtribution of their Seeds and other Food, 


for otherwiſe they ſpoil much more than 
they eat. Thus vou ſee it is Cheaper 


keeping of a good Canary: Bird a Year,

Think it will not be improper here, in 
a few Words, to ſer down the Names 


and Qualities of all the Seeds curious Per- 


ſons uſe in Feeding of their Canary-Birds , 
and for obſerving of ſome Method herein 
I will begin with' thoſe Seeds which are 
moſt neceſſary for them, and will after- 
wards proceed to thole they may live 
without. | pats Buy; 


The Names of Seeds proper for Canary.

Rape: ſeed is a very ſmall round Seed; 
coming from a Plant of the ſame Name. 
I name it firſt, becauſe it is the moſt ne- 
ceſſary Seed for Feeding our Canary-Birds; 
and they may live with this alone, tho? 
they have none of the others, as has been 
{aid before. There are ſeveral forts of 
it; one of them is bigger and blacker 
than the true Rape-ſeed, and commonly 
kills all the Canary-Birds it is given to, 
by reaſon of its Bitterneſs and other ill 
Qualities. The beſt is that which is 
ſmaller than this bad fort I have laſt 
ſpoken of. It is not quite Black, but in- 
clines a little to Purple, is very ſweet, 
and has none of the Bitterneſs of the 
other ſorts; it is call'd French Rape-ſeed, 
that is the beſt that can be given to 
Birds. It has a Nouriſhing and Cooling 
Quality at the ſame time; ſo that a Bird 
which lives altogether upon this Seed, is 
not apt to grow ſo Fat as thole that eat 
much of the others above mention d. 
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When it is too old, as of 2 or 4 Years, 


it generally has no more Scent than Duſt, 


nor ſcarce any Taſte, and therefore does 
not ſo well Nouriſh the Birds that eat 


of it. On the other Hand, when ir is 


too new, the* never ſo good, it Surfeits 
them. Ir mult be at leaſt 6 Months Old 
before you give it to your Canary Birds, 
and to prevent being Cheated, you mult 
Lay in a Years Provifion before March: 
So that if it happens to be new, it will 
be at leaſt 8 or Months Old, ſo that it 
cannot be prejudicial to your Birds. 
To be provided with Seed for a Year, 
without being oblig'd ro Buy again with 
in the time, you need only take 9 or 10 
Litrons, that is ſomething more than ſo 
many Pints for every Canary-Bird you de- 
lign to keep, and you will find that 
enough for the Year, Ot 5115 
Milet is a ſort of ſmall white Grain, 
round, and at leaſt twice as big as the 
Rape: ſced; the whiteſt is the beſt. There 
is a yellow ſort which is only good for 
Poultry. The beſt Millet is that of the 
Province of Anjou, on the River Loire in 


Fance. It is tweeter and pleaſanter than 
the Rape ſeed. Its Qualities are to 


Nouriſh, to Warm and to Fatten confi- 
derably, and therefore curious Perſons 


mult take heed not to give their Cana- 
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ry-Birds too much of it; nay ſometimes 
they muſt be made to Faſt, for the Rea- 
ſons mention'd in this Treatiſe. This 
Millet ſerves for ſeveral other uſes, 
which is not to our Purpoſe to take No- 
tied b 1 ta 5 
The Hempſeed is the Seed of the Plant 
of the ſame Name. It is twice as big 
as the Millet, and Grey. The belt is 
the midling ſze, and of a bright Grey. 
Its Quality is to Nouriſh, Fatten and 
Heat much more than the Millet laſt ſpo- 
ken of; and therefore very little of it is 
to be given to Canary. Birds, unleſs it be 
in the ſharp Winter Seaſon, at which 
time it is good for them. The beſt ſort 
has ſomewhat of the Taſte of a ſmall Nut, 
and therefore the Canary-Birds are very 
fand , 1 edit 25 om 1 
The Canary-ſeed is a yellowiſh Grain, 
not ſo. thick as the Millet, but longer, 
pointed at both Ends. Its Quality is 
to Fatten and Warm Canary-Birds. It 
has almoſt -the ſame Taſte as the Miller. 
Many, curious Perſons never give their 
Canary-Birds any of it, pretend ing that 
it Burns their Bowels; but it can do 
them no harm, 
continually. us d to it, and have only a 
little Pinch given them ſometimes 
The beſt Pink ſeed comes from Sa 
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bung, as has been found by Experience, 
that which grows about Paris looſing its 
Taſte. It Bloſſoms about May and Fune. 
Its Quality is aſtringent, and thereſore it 


is given to Canary-Birds that are Looſe; 


the Taſte of it is ſweetiſn. Take heed 
when you buy this Seed, that they do 
not inſtead of ir give you Poppy ſeed, 
which is very like it, and will infallibly 
kill your -Canary-Birds, all the diffe- 
rence between. them- is, that the Poppy- 
ſed is Blackiſh, and the other Grey. 
Lettice Seed is well known, as well as 
the Lettice, it is flat, long, and of a 
bright Grey. Its Quality is cooling, 
wherefore it is now and then given to 
Canary-Birds to Purge them. The freſh- 
eld is the beſt + 7-7 1 
The Sil verweed is a Plant whoſe Leaves 
are like thoſe of Coriander, but ſomewhat 
more Oily, and the Stem is like that of 
Rue. Ir is calPd Silverweed becauſe the 
Leaf is white, but the Seed is red and very 
mall. In Latin it is called IHalidtrum. Its 
Quality is to bind the Canary, Birds that 
can Eat it; which many of them will not. 
It is put to ſeveral uſes by Women, of 
which 1 ſhall not ſpeak here. 
The Plantan Seed comes from a Plant 
of the ſame Name, which grows like 
an Far of Wheat, is ſmall and: _ 
S | RN” 
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iſh. Its Quality is Nouriſhing and Wann” 
ing, but it is very ſeldom given to Cana- 
Bird. 
The Price of each ſort of Seed cannot 
be poſitively determinꝰd; becauſe it alters 
every Year, according to the Plenty«or 
Scarcity of it. What 1 ſhall ſet down 
here, is rather to give curious Perſons ſome 
Notion of the Value of the ſeveral Seeds, 
without their depending on it, and abſo- 
lutely to fix it. 
This being a dear Year, the Price I ſhall 
ſet down will rather be in Favour of the 


Seller than of the Buyer ; becauſe there -

To this I anſwer, that thoſe 3 
tirlt ſorts of Seeds, are abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary tor them, eſpecially the 2 firſt of 
them, ſo that they may Live very well 
without the others, which are not proper 
for them, otherwiſe than to recover their 
Stomach, when they have loſt it, or to 
help them in fomeDiſtempersT have ful- 
ly ſpoke of in this Treatiſe. Thoſe three 
torrs : of Seeds are to Canary- Birds, as 
Bread, Wine and Fleſh are to Men; for 
a Man who has thoſe three ſorts of Suſte- 
nance, may live long and in Health, with- 
out the help of any others, which are 
calPd the Dainties of this Lite, and 
which often rather .impair than. preſerve 
Health, eſpecially when they are become 
habitual. By what have ſaid you may 
perceive, that a Litron, or Pint of the 
laſt five ſorts of Seeds will ſerve you as 
long as a Boiſſeau, or Peck of the three 
firſt, being given to the Birds, only in 
caſes of abſolute Neceſſity.

He who expects but a ſmall Number 
of Little Ones from each Pair, is agree- 
ably ſurprizd, when there are more 


than he expected; and on the contrary, 


he is quite dejected, who finds fewer 
than he promis'd himſelf. We may 


indeed expect 15 or 16 Eggs from each 
Pair of Canary- Birds, and ſometimes 


they more; but to avoid being diſ- 
appointed,

appointed, we are not generally to think 
that above one third of them will come 
to good, as well becauſe of the Addle 
Eggs there are in that Number, as be- 
cauſe ſome of the Little Ones do not 
come to Bl.. WHEL B24 

Thus ro have Canary Birds Eggs is: 
ſomething of a Beginning; if they prove 
good they afford hopes; when Hatchd 
there is ſome Pleaſure; and if the Voung 
Ones out- live their Moulting, that Crowns 
the Work. I know there are ſome good 
Kinds which bring Conſiderable Breeds; 
but to avoid miſtaking our reckoning, 
we ought to be ſatisfy'd, if raking one 
with another we have Itx Canary, Birds 
from every Pair alive after the firſt Moult- 
ing. I ſay taking one with another, be- 
cauſe among ſeveral Couples put up to 
Breed, ſome Multiply very much, to 
ſupply the defect of other Couples, which 
make nothing of it all the Lear, or but 
little at beſt, as J have obſervd in the 
1510 Chapter. 

There are two ſorts of curious Per- 
ſons. The, firſt are thoſe, who have very 
many Couples of Carary-Birds, which 
they regularly put together to Breed 
every Year, making a fort of Revenue 
of the Little Ones. Thefe Perſons: uſe 
the old Latin Proverb, Omne tulit pun- 
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tum qui miſcuit utile dulci. That is, 
they know how to make a Profit of their 
Pleaſure. In ſhort, beſides the Pleaſure 
it is to them, to have ſuch Numerous 
Broods of fine Birds, they make a con- 
fiderable Nearly Advantage by Selling ſo 
many. . vt a1; _— 
There were ſome Perſons, even of 
Note, who drove an open Trade with 
them, the firſt Years after they. came to 
this City; I believe it was, not ſo much 
tor the Profit they made of them; as 
for the Reputation of being ſucceſsful 
in that new ſort of Pleaſure. But ſince 
many have had the ſame Succeſs as they, 
and by that means rhe Canary-Birds are 
become more plentiful, they have left 
of that ſmall Trade, to make Room 
tor very many, inferiour to them in 
Birth, who have apply'd © themſelves to 
© |

The ſecond fort of curious Perſons 
are thoſe, whoſe ſmall Number of Ca- 
nary-Birds aFord them no other Pro- 
ſpect, but the diverting. of themſelves 
ſome Moments of the Day, after ba- 
ving ſpent the greater part of it in more 
{olid and profitable Affairs than the de- 
voting of themſelves to Canary- Birds. 
There is no approving of their Pri- 
ice, who the more Canary- Birds they f : 
have, 
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have, the more they covet, and the 


Number whereof. often © cauſes them ti 


loſe the beſt Part of the Year, by rea- 
ſon of the continual care they mult: 
take of them. That ought to be left 
to, thoſe who Deal in them, whoſe Bu- 
| fineſs it is to Breed and Sell all forts 
ct Birds. I would therefore adviſe any 
one, who only keeps them for his 
Pleaſure, never to keep above 5 or 6 
Pairs of Canary-Birds; viz. 3 Pairs of 
Copple-Crawns, and the others plain 
Greys, or. Greys with. white Tails, to 
te...aS it were Nur ſes, in Caſe of Ne- 
ceſſity, to - thofe that conge from the 
Copple- Crowns. The Increaſe will be 
ſufficient to ſerve himſelf, and to oblige. 
ſome Friends. The continuat Care and 
Trouble, which for at leaſt one third 
part of the Year , attends a great Num- 
ber of Sitting Canary- Birds, far dut- hal- 
lances the Pleaſure and Satisfackion 
they can afford, efpecially if a Man 
has no other on whom he can repole-

I do not, however blame thoſe, who 
every Year Sell a ſmall Number of their 
Little Ones among their Acquaintance, 
to avoid increaſing the Number of Pairs 
they deſign to make Sit the next Year 
for their Diverſion; the little Money

would be. wrong, for any ignorant or 


malicious: Perſon, to call them Traders

their Canary. Birds are not their conſtant 
Employment, nor afford them any ſettled 
Income, but only an agreeable Paſtime; 


and that the little Money they make, 


by Selling, from time to time, what 
they have to ſpare, only ſerves to 
maintain their Volery; and as we can- 
not call a Citizen a Wine Merchant or 
Vintner, for Selling the overplus of 


Wine of his own Growth, after ſerving 


his Family, ſince we daily ſee many Per- 
ſons of Condition, ſell theirs, either by 
Wholeſale or Retail, without being 
look d upon as Vintners, as having other 
Places. or Employments, which diftin- 
guiſh and raiſe them above that Em- 


ployment; in like manner our curious 


Perſons, may as long as they pleaſe, 
Sell what Canary. Birds they have to 
ſpare, after the Example of feveral Per- 


ſons of Diſtinction, either on Account 
. of their having {ome extraordinary Beau- 
tiful, or to employ the Money they ger 


to Defray the Charge of their innocent

A Canary-Bird of a good Conſtituti- 
on, and that has been well manag'd, 
that is, never. put to Breed, may live 
22 Yeats, but then he is ſubject to ma- 
ny Diſeaſes, as Want of Stomach, Blind- 
neſs, loofing his Claws and Voice, and 
ſometimes to the Gout; and in that 
Condition his languiſhing Life, which 
threatens: a, ſpeedy and certain Death, 
is as troubleſom to him, by reaſon of 
the ſharp Pains he continually endures, 
as: a Mans is to him, when he is ar- 
riv'd at a certain uneaſy degree of old 


Age, at which the only ſovereign Re- 


medy is no other than Death. 


But enough of this Subject; tho' I 
have not yet exhauſted it, yet I am 
apt to believe I have ſaid enough to 
increaſe the Number of curious Perſons, 
who have not ventur'd to give them- 
felves the innocent and agreeable Diverſi- 
on of keeping Canary-Birds,. for want of
